BEWARE OF BENDS. 

If'a motor car is travélling at a speed of 
twenty miles per hour around a bend only 
half a -seeond is needed for it to move 
fifteen feet in the wrong direction. Lack 
of appreciation of this fact is very often 
responsible for many of the accidents that 
occur on narrow country reads. Another 
contributory factor is the tendency of many 
drivers to rely on their brakes. A motor 
vehicle efficiently equipped with four-wheel 
brakes, and travelling at twenty miles an 
hour, can be pulled up in twenty-five feet. 
It must not be forgotten that half a second 
is required for the necessary mental re- 
action on the part of the driver in applying 
his brakes, which means that at twerity 
miles an hour a vehicle will cover fifteen 
feet before the brakes are’ applied, ‘and 
another twenty-five feet. before. the car 
comes to a standstill—a total of forty feet 
in all, sufficient to tause’ accident in 
certain circumstances. 

Drivers should; therefore, be on guard 
in rounding corners, particularly those of 
narrow roads.

Perhaps, we 
have come to expect tog much of spies 
from too much Edgar Wallace; - but, 
unless the author. has not told the. com 
plete truth of. his actions, it seems to 
us that his revelations were rather 
meagre... We hear

lished books. This much Steinhauer 
| admits ; at no time before, or after, 1914 
had the German Government an efficient 
Secret Service. hat work was done in 
the interests of Germany came principally 
from Germans resident in foreign coun- 
tries. 

Steinhauer’s point of view in the matter. 
of espionage is very ‘reasonable: ‘al 
i nations, he says, distrust one another and 
| pry into one ‘another's secrets; for her 
own protection Germany must follow suit; 
his own fate has placed him in thé 
German police. If, therefore, he receives 
orders to spy, then spy he must, although 
he shows that he found the ‘business dis- 
tasteful: 

The first half of the volume tells some 
of his experiences during the War; the 
second half deals with his associations 
with the Kaiser as bodyguard from 1894. 
He corroborates the general. opinion of 
the Kaiser's character;. an 
mortal at best, who in other cireum- 
stances would never have attained to any 
distinction; a man, moreover, who was 
slave to his own egotism. Steinhauer 
tells many an interesting tale of the 
Kaiser’s life and his visits to the Holy 
Land, North Africa and England. 

The authsr has the advantage of realism 
on his side, and thus strengthens his 
case, but at-no time can it be said that he 
underrates his own successes.

Contract Bridge for All. By A, Manning

HE ordinary. bridge-player i is apt to be 
afraid of “-eontract ” by reason of 
the great complexity of conventions advo- 
cated by many American authorities.

“I suppose it is rot strange 
that some great things in history should have 
been brought about through a meeting at a 
tavern, for such meetings create that “cis 
of good fellowship which is necessary ‘for the 
development and healthy growth of any great 
organisation. I know that in the rush” of 
everyday work throughout the year you have 
much to do in perfecting the work of your 
Society. This being so, it is surely a very 
Important custom for you to meet at least 
onee every year at a tavern in order that you 
may renew your Vows of seod fellowship. 
‘This’ annyal custom provides an opportunity, 
too, fora, mere layman to say—with no bed: 
side manner about it—that his diagnosis of 
the condition of your Society is a most favour- 
able one. There are no alarming symptonis, 
the temperature is normal, and the appettte— 
judging from the menu provided. to-night— 
excellent. In fact, if the Society has any- 
thing at “ll the matter with i, which 1 
greatly doubt, a dinner like the one we have 
enjoyed is the best possible cure, IT am 
prompted to suggest that if members of your 
profession would advise some et their patients 
to take their cures at a tavern instead of aí 
Both or Harrogate the results would be very 
voneficial.”” (Laughter.) 2 

There would be great developments, he said, 
under the presidency of Dr. Watts Eden. No 
one could fail to pejoice that their Society 
maintained its standard of achievements upon 
so high a level, and to admire the desire of 
the Council to make the Royal Society of 
Medicine an institution which should stimu- 
late and encourage its fellows in their labours 
however far they might be seattered at the 
outposts of the Empire.

Tedge of vour learned papers and discussions 
within the reach of medical men in every 
clime. When I eonsider all these things, and 
when T eonsider that the Royal Society of 
Medicine has been built up by the will and 
by ihe work of enthugiasite members of ihe 
medical profession, in order that they might 
the better equip themselves for their warfare 
acainst pain and disease, T must confess that 
I feel honoured to be with you. I do not 
exaggeraie. when T say that the nation has 
the fullest confidence and hope that ycur 
Society will ever continue to grow end 
prosper in this noble work.

Stories of sunken or buried treasure

as Boy Scouts and learned professors. 
There is more than passing interest, then, 
in the account come to hand of the treasure 
city which has just been re-discovered in 
the Republic of Colombia. History relates 
that Don Francisco de Larrega, a Spanish 
explorer with a keen scent for treasure, 
found that gold was being worked by the 
local tribes of Indians in this part of the 
South American Continent. He took 
ion of it by force, and soon large 
quantities of gold were being shipped to 
Spain, and in 1573 the city of Toro Viejo 
pes founded. ‘The unhealthy climate and 
the natural resentment of the Indians, 
however, proved too strong a combination, 
and eventually the Spaniards were forced 
to abandon their work. The Indians, for 
reasons of their own, did not return, and 
the jungle covered over the half-built city 
and all the impedimenta of a hastily 
evacuated mining camp. For three and a 
half centuries Toro Viejo has been for- 
gotten, until recently two engineers came 
across traces of the city and mine work- 


ings.

I wonder if many of my fair readers, 
who glory in the neatness of their silken 
hose, know that these articles of apparel 
were first popularised by Queen Elizabeth.

stockings were made of ordinary cloth, ‘anil 
im the second year of the Virgin Queen’s 
reign Mistress Montague, her silk woman, 
presented Her Majesty with a pair of 
black silk stockings which she had knit for 
her a New Year’s gift. The Queen 
was delighted with her present, and askecl 
if more could be made. Mistress Montague 
replied that she would set some more in hand. 
“ Do so,” said the Queen ; “for, indeed, I 
like silk stockings so well. because they are 
pleasant, fine and delicate, that hence- 
forth I will wear no move cloth stockings.’

The cloth stockings worn in the Middle 
Ages were clumsy affairs, and must have 
been very unconifortable on account of the 
thick seams. To overcome the unsightly 
appearance of these joins on the legs of 
stockings the makers covered the seams 
with various designs, 

At a later period, when hose was either 
knitted or woven, these designs were still 
used as an adornment, and even to-day 
“clocks ’’ are favourite embellishments on 
the hose of men, though it is doubtful if 
many wearers, or even the salesmen them- 
selves, are aware of the origin of the 
custom. While the derivation of the 
word ‘ clock ” is uncertain, it is believed 
that it originated from the embroidered 
design of the good old days.

Capel street, when my business took me 
that way yesterday, called to my thoughts 
many glories of a by-gone day. Numbers 
27 and 28 Capel street now occupy the 
site of the Royal Mint, erected by order 
of James II. When King James visited 


Dublin the Mint was in charge of Sir 


John Knox. a gentleman who had con- 
ceived a scheme for his own aggrandine- 
ment. He ordered the Commissionérs to 
offer the public 20s: 6d. in exchange for 
every 20s. of gold and silver ‘tokens, and 
paid them in new coinage struck from the 
metal of old church bells, kitchen utensils 
and disused canon. The actual value of 
these metal pieces was £3,616, but was 
declared current at £907,420. After the 
Battle of the Boyne, when William III. 
took possession of the Mint, £22,489 cf 
this spurious currency was found there. 

At the moment it is interesting to recall 
that Capel street was the home of State 
lotteries. Many of the houses were devoted 
solely to the disposal of tickets. The two 
most celebrated of these buildings were 
“The Old State Lottery Office’’ and the 
“ Military State Office.”’ 


November Flowers. 


The gay and hardy chrysanthemuims 
that make such a welcome splash of colour 
in our tired November gardens have not, 
so far, been hailed with the rapturous de- 
light that is their due. When real summer 
flowers linger, as they haye done this year, 
it is difficult to be really enthusiastic about 
such wintry blooms as the small yellow or 
copper chrysanthemums, with their frosty 
smell. A few days ago I saw, in a little 
County Dublin front garden, a standard 
rose tree that was covered with dark red 
roses, quite as perfect in shape and in 
colour as those it had borne in June. On 
the ’bus route from the city to Bray I saw, 
too, a stone gate post almost smothered in 
a mass of pale pink flowers of the rambler 
rose. Snap’dragons are still flourishing in 
sheltered gardens, and marigolds still make 
gaudy splashes of orange and of gold. 
November gales will not spare them for 
very long, however, and then the 
chrysanthemums will come into their own. 


When Fruit Was Scarce. 


Now. that Dublin's grocery establish- 
ments are making varied and tempting 
exhibits of fruit for the Christmas season, 
[ am reminded of an interesting old 
volume which I recently came across, 
entitled: ‘‘ Manners of Household Ex- 
penses in England in the Thirteenth and 
Fifteenth Centuries from Original Re- 
cords.’’ One thing which strikes the 
reader is that in those remote days home- 
grown fruit was very rare in England, and 
consisted only of apples and pears, which 
were grown only in the gardens cultivated 


by the monks, principally the Benedictines, 


whose knowledge of fruit-culture and 
betany generally was far im advance of 
their colleagues. In the reigns of King 
John and Henry ITI. foreign fruit began 
to be imported ria Rochelle, which was 
famous for its pears, and also conger eels ; 
but the paucity of the former may be 
imagined when the Sheriff of London was 
only able to buy a hundred for his Royal 
master in 1223.

MR. MASEFIELD LOOKING FOR 
“ BILL BUNTLING,” 


Mr. John Masefield, the Poet Laureate, 
speaking at the Liverpool Seamen's Institute 
yesterday, said :— “In very early life, when 
T lived in an inland Exglish county, I made 
the acquaintance of the seaman of fiction, 
a strange character, generally with side 
whiskers and a little tarpaulin hat, with 
slightly glazed top, on one side of the head, 
who went by the name of Bill Buntling, 
Rattling Rover or Tom Topsail, and he 
to hitch up his trousers, and always say, 
‘How is the weather?’ and if he was not 
saying that, then, ‘Avast! Bill Buntlin 
will never see a female in distress.’ An 
Bill Buntling used to rush in and save the 
female in distress, and then continue on his 
career of glory. 

“When I first came to Liverpool I hoped 
to come across Bill Bantling an the flesh. 
The Mersey Mission could not do any pos- 
sible good with such a perfect being. I 
still hope, when I am on my beam ends, 
some creature pf the sort will come and say: 
‘Avast! You will not be on your beam ends. 
Bill Buntling holds a rope and comes to your 
rescue.’ ”’ 

Mr. Masefield reeailed how many years ago 
harpies of every conceivable kind used to 
meet ships on arrival, and take advantage of 
the innocence and simplicity of seamen, and 
rob them of ¢verything. Magnificent speci- 
mens of manhood were simply hooked, made 
drunk, and robbed within twenty minutes of 
landing. They were shipped on some ship 
or other, and only awakened to consciousness 
when the ship was at sea, Trading in seamen 
flourished for years. He said they were sold 
to captains for about £7 each. Many thou- 
sands of pounds had been spent by captains, 
especially in San Francisco, in this way. The

of real wages: and the decisions of the 
private National Conference of the Miners’ 
Delegation make a simultaneous appear- 
ance. Great Britaim, according to the 


Canada, Denmark ‘and Sweden. Yet, in 
spite of this exalted position in the wages 
table, she suffers froma strangely in- 
congruous shortage of money—a fact which 
is a further. proof that the dictum, 
“Money is not wealth,” is still true. In 
the National Conference of the . Miners’ 
Delegation we find a localised symptom of 
the disease, and, 1f we have eyes to see, 
the reason is manifest. For several years 
England’s coal trade has been in a de- 
pressed condition. The basic causes of 
this state may be summéd up under three 
In the first place, the in- 
ternal combustion engine, to a large 
extent, has replaced coal for purposes of 
transport, ‘while in factories the dynamo 
has supplemented the boiler and furriaca, 
Secondly, the. War, and the restrictions 
which it placed on imports and ‘exports, 
have taught manufacturers on the Con- 
tinent that inferior coals, obtainable from 
nearer fields, are wholly adequate for their 
purpose. In the third place, the British 
coal industry, probably owing to its 
prosperous childhood, has not kept pace 
with modern developments in organisa- 
tion, and has frittered away ite failing 
energies in domestic strife. A heroic 
appreciation.of economic truths was neces- 


sary to save the situation, but it has not 


been forthcoming. 

Two ingrained traditions warred against 
common-sense: The miners held reso- 
lutely to the accepted theory of all trade 
unionists that, the standard of living was 
measurable in terms of actual wages. On 
the other side, ‘the coal-owners regarded 
the whole business as a battle in which 
no concessions meant victory. “A series 
of .convulsions has been the result of 
this folly, and now the miners seem to 
be piling the Pelion of suicide upon the 
Ossa of self-inflicted injury. — They 
have forced the Government to accept 
a shorter working day, and have 
supposed—erroneously, as events show— 
that the same money would be paid for 
seven and 4 half hours as was paid. for 
eight. This confusion arose out of the 
Government’s futile hope that the new 
marketing schemes, which cannot at. best 
be in operation before. 1951, would enable 
the owners to bridge the difference. 
Yesterday’s conference, which was called 
“to secure uniformity of action in the

By all democratic theory the rate- 
payers: have a right te a more direct 
control over local expenditure than they 
can expect to exercise throygh a Com- 
missioner; but in practice the change 
| from popularly-elected bodies to salaried 
officials has produced in nearly every case 
very substantial economies. 
the Dublin Commissioners set an example 
to the whole country. Mr. Murphy and 
his colleagues not only reduced the rates 
considerably, but they changed the whole 
aspect of municipal administration. When 
i local affairs are administered by demo- 
cratic boards efficiency almost. inevitably 
becomes subordinated to personal in- 
fluences. Paid Commissioners, on the 
other hand, being independent of popular 
votes, can afford to ignore those forces 
which operate so freely in countries like 
Treland, and to make efficiency the only 
criterion of their work. ‘The Irish people 
are quick to grasp the advantages of such 
a system. Naturally, local politicians of 
the Eloquent Dempsey type dread the loss 
of that power which they enjoy by virtue 
of membership of public boards; but: the 
mass of the ratepayers is heartily in 
favour of. simplified control of public 
affairs. During recent months there have 
been demands for Commissioners in 
several parts of the Free State, and the 
Government’s decision in the case of 
Galway ought to serve as a useful warn- 
ing to other boards. The time has gone 
when local bodies could play fast and 
loose with the ratepayers’ money. Free 
State citizens have learned that efficiency 
pays ; they are determined that there shall 
be no lapse into the old habits of adminis- 
trative extravagance. |

Railwaymen’s Wages.

above the waves, and no trace could be found 
of the two watchmen, who were known to be 
on board on the previous evening. 
STORM IN THE NIGHT 

One of these, a man named Thomas Hebhir, 
had boarded the vessel early on Wednesday 
evening to attend to the hulk’s pumping and 
assist the watchman, Joseph Mitchell, in his 
duties during the night. One man, it is 
stated, generally remained on deck while the 
other went below to rest, thus taking turn 
to keep watch. Later that evening the hulk 
was visited. by a representative of the owners, 
Messrs. Coleman, of Queenstown, and every- 
thing then appeared to be in order on board.

Ina 
big field l6@se horses often bring down the 
most fancied of horses, and a rank outsider 
may win, not because it was the best horse 
in the race, biit because it had been fortunate 
enough to escape trouble. The larger the 
field the more likely this is to happen. 

The solution of the problem appears to rest 
with the Clerk of the Course, Mr. E. A. ©. 
Topham. A drastic alteration in the conditions 
of entry. would appear to be necessary, such 
as the raising of the minimum weight to 
10st. 7lb. and the festriction of entries to 
horses placed first, second or third in steeple- 
chases of three miles and upwards. It is 
possible this will be done. oS 

“DUD” HORSES. 

“A Grand National with A hundred 
starters dashing over the course like a charge 
of the Light Brigade”’ This is the vision 
pictured by Lord Decies if the present method 
of conducting gigantic sweepstakes is con- 
tmued. He argues that the existence of a 
valuable money prize for every starter will 
induce people to run horses who would not 
otherwise do so. i 

Lord Decies pointed out yesterday how easy 
it would be for owners of ‘‘dud”’ horses to 
make overtures to the persons who had drawn 
their horses in a “‘ sweep.” ; 

Lord Decies said that the promoters of the 
Calcutta Sweepstake had, te some extent, 
foreseen this difficulty, and only disclosed the 
result of the draw at the very last moment. 

““No one would think for an instant of 
oes the Irish hospitals of any money 
prod by these sweepstakes, but,’’ said 
Lord Decies, '“ the mere . fact: of holding 
them on English races must produce su 
extraordinary situation. I understand that 
a sweepsiake will be held on the Grand 
National, to be run in March, by the Irish 
Free State authorities. There will be an 
enormous . number of people anxious to 
secure tickets, and the total sum might ever 
run up to two millions; if i¢ is known that 
tvery runner in the Grand National will be 
worth, perhaps, £2,000, it does not require 
much imagination to think what the size of 
the field will be. 

ALTERNATIVE SCHEME. 

‘One might possibly see as many as a 
hundred starters. This cannot be advan- 
tageous to racing, and, as regards a sweep 
on the Derby, it is quite impossible to make 
any estimate of what the number of sub- 
scribers would be.”
